Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subj ect to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because of the phrase 
software moldlessly is inoperative and lack of patentable utility. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 02 

3. The following is a quotation i of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

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tool addition or removal (to add or remove functions ot from the tool bar., see page 1, paragraph 
!)• 

Regarding claim 2, IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin discloses software from 
computer-readable medium(s) directly rearranging at least one integral tool group of a toolbar 
(.. User can change the order in which functions appear on the tool bar ... see page 1, paragraph 

2). 

Regarding claims 3-9, IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin discloses Software from 
computer-readable medium(s) wrapping a toolbar; and directly altering the length of a tool group 
in a toolbar exclusive of tool addition or removal (drag and drop every other occurrence of the 
function menu bar, pop-up., see page 1 , paragraph 2 and 3). 

Regarding claims 10-14, ffiM Technical bisciosure Bulletin discloses Software 
expanding the length of a tool group tb Teveal at least one previously hidden tool without a 
change in toolbar length; and by directly manipulating a tool group divider (users can add 
functions to the tool bar by selecting and dragging the icon see page 1 , last paragraph ). 

As claims 15-18 are analyzed as previously discussed with respected to claims 1-14 

above.
